‘repolitan transportation is in the motor bus. He 
‘did not mention subways. 

' “The physical superiority of motor bus transporta- 
tion is apparent in everything except speed and 
rélief_ of congestion. Mr, Dever evidently made 

“his investigation above grovnd, Subway trans- 
portation is the main artery of metropolitan trans- 
portation because it gives speed and relieves vehic- 
‘ular congestion. The citizen in a subway train 
‘unquestionably is not traveling along pleasant lanes 

“by meadows but a necessary routine of his exis- 
‘tence is being run off rapidly. The nuisance of 
‘this riecessary travel is reduced to a minimum and 
“the whole range of that citizen’s life is widened. 
Swift tramsportation makes pleasant homes. Slow 
‘transportation makes huddled ones. 

Mr. Dever’s conviction that surface lines are 
obsolescent is Tue Tarsunz’s conviction. His theory 
of motor bus transportation is THe TrisuNe's 
theory but we do not exactly see how the mayor 
‘reconciles his main. traction policy of purchasing 
‘the surface lines with his “conviction that their 
ay is gone or going. 

. He has a true visiofi of the future of Chicago. 
‘He says that the federal permit for the straighten- 
ing of the Chicago river is the most valuable piece 
of paper the city has in its possession today. The 
reclaimed area will, as he says, permit an architec-

For all that, it ‘t doubtful if her faults in poll- 
tics can be greater than her brother’s. It will be 
hard no doubt to accommodate a hard sounding, 
tobacco chewing party to crépe de Chine.- She 
must step lightly. But it will be less hard for 
ordinary party males after they catch a glimpse 


ll of her. 


BRYANISMS. 


Mr. Bryan's statement on the candidacy of John 
W.. Davis is a characteristic composition of preju- 
dice and sophistry. He concedes that Mr. Davis 
has a right to practice law and take clients repre- 
senting big business, but, says Bryan, “When an 
attorney accepts a retainer he accepts all of the 
accessqries also, and the presidency is not an ac- 
cessory which goes with that sort of business.” 

If this is true at all, it is true with the name of 
Davis stricken out and the name of McAdoo writ- 
ten in. Bryan says Davis’ character is high, 
but he takes retainers from big business and this 
unfits him for the presidency. But it does not unfit 
Bryan's candidate, McAdoo. 

This trifing inconsistency. seems to be dimly 
perceived by Mr. Bryan and he attempts to explain 
it away by the following piece of demagogy: 

“ The presidency is the highest office in the land 
and it should go as a reward to one who by his 
works and deeds has shown himself to be not 
cnly with the people in opinion, but ready to cham- 
pion their cause. If a man has ability for the 
cresidency he ought to give it to the people rather 
than to private business, if he, expects the people 
to be with him.” 

We like dspecially the latter sentence. Bryan 
exploited his political prominence for years to his 
substantial profit. He is today a very well to do, 
if not 4 rich man, We should not be surprised 
if he were richer than Mr. Davis, and certainly 
he has used his ability all his life in his private 
business, yet he undoubtedly expects the people 
to be. with him. , 

Bryan’s candidate, McAdoo, has used his ability 
in private business and he has done more. McAdoo 
exploited his political prominence and supposed 
pull with his father-in-law’s administration to get 
retainers from big business. 

But waive all that and examine ’s assump- 
tiens. According to Bryan if a man has ability 
enough to command the respect and employment 
of large interests, and in the pursuit of his livell- 
hood and the practice of his profession, he accepts 
such employment, he is unfit\for the presidency. 
But if he goes into politics and works for ‘‘the 
people,” he becomes fit. The presidency belongs 
therefore only to professional politicians. We are 
not to draft any man, at least any man of large 
affairs, for that office. 

Bryan believes, or pretends to believe in a 
mythology in which the American nation is com- 
posed of two elements, “the people” and big busi- 
ness. To work for big business is to be an enemy 
of the people. The fact that big business is capi- 
talized by millions of men and women, organizes 
the labor and pays the wages of millions of men 
and woffen, purchases the produce of millions of 
men and women, and supplies the necessaries 
and luxuries of millions 9f men and women, does 
not make it a legitimate concern for any man fit 
to be President. These millions of men and women 
who put their savings into the shares and bor- 
rowings of big business, whose Wages are paid 
and whose livelihood is established by big busi- 
ness, whose insurance and savings are involved 
in big business, whose produce is purchased by 
big business, whose materia] needs and luxuries 

are largely provided by big business, are not, ac- 
cording to Bryan's doctrine, “the people.” To 
work for them is not to work for the people. To 
work for them, however honestly, is to prove 
yourself unfit for the office of President.’ But to 
run for office, to orate about “the people,” to sit 
in legislatures and pass laws, good, bad, or in- 
different, to hold down a pone sm, that is working 
for the people, 

And only a lawyer who is not able enough to 
be employed by a corporation,’ especially a big 
corporation, or a business man whose business 
is not big, or a politician whose ability, such as it 
may be, is devoted to politics, is fit for the highest 
office in the land. 

That is the wisdom of: Bryan. The American 
people have prospered and progressed and today 
possess a greater and more widely distributed 
prosperity than any people on earth, largely be- 
cause they have acted on the opposite theory. 
Bryan himself has prospered because his preju-

BETWEEN MEAL LUNCHES. 


applies with equal force to mothers and 
children in the states: 

“I find that sensible notions—notions 
about air, exercise, and cleanliness—are 
constantly enforced, but I rarely see any 
statement that eating between meals is 
the cause of most of the ills of Canadian 
children. Food between meais is a fre- 
quent cause of poor appetite. Especially 
is it true that milk and crackers at school 
spoil the appetite of the nervous, finicky 
child. When a child will no* eat a meal 
he should not be allowed to eat anything 
until the next meal. If milk and crack- 
ers between meals will interfere with 
digestion, how much more trouble will 
come from eating candy and ice cream 
between meals? 

* Since I have arrived in Canada I 
have questioned many mothers whose 
school age children looked pale and thin, 
and invariably I hear, ‘My children 
never seem to be hungry for porridge or 
soup or vegetables, so I have stopped 
cooking these things and let them off 
with bread and butter or pie and cake.’ 
Some of these mothers know the trouble 
comes from the cents and dimes which 
are spent with the fried potato and pop- 
corn man at the school corner; from the 
confections and candy bought at choco- 
latesand candy stores and at the ice 
cream counter, but they say it is impos- 
sible to- curb their children’s love tor 
sweets. The temptations are so frequent 
and so attractive, the candy habit is so 
general, that it seems almos* hopeless 
to try to stem the tide. I suggest a cam- 
pnign to teach the following: 

“1. The human stomach needs three 
or four hours to digest a meal and at 
least one hour to rest. A child of school 
age shotld therefore eat nothing between 
his three regular meals and these should 
be at 8 a. m., 1 p. m., and 6 p. m. 

“2. Eating between meals, by interfer- 
ing with the digestion of the preceding 
meal and by preventing the organ from 
resting, causes the stomach to suffer 
from fatigue and, finally, from exhaus- 
tion. This brings about indigestion, loss 
of appetite, and poisoning of the system. 
When a motiier sees that her child has 
@ poor appetite she must not multiply 
palatable dishes and cxtra lunches. 
Rather she should cut out all that is 
superfluous and unwholesome. 

“3. Sugar is a stimulating, heat pro- 
ducing food. That is why it is given to

[60 YEARS AGO TODAY 


JULY 8, 1864. 

FRONT OF KENESAW 
TAIN, June 27.—Ten brigades of Gen. 
Logan’s corps, Newton’s division of 
the 4th corps, and Jeff Davis’ division 
of the 14th corps were engaged at dif- 
ferent times during today in assault- 
ing Johnston's position on Little Kene- 
saw mountain and the hills approach- 
ing Big Kenesaw.

This exceeds by more than $7,000,000 
the estimate of $498,000,000 which Pres- 
ident Coolidge used in his address at 
the budget meeting on Monday night 
and is $176,000,000 greater than- the 
estimate which was made by the treas- 
ury last fall. 

Adding the surplus of $505,366,986 to 
the public debt retirements required 
by law the total reduction in the pub- 
lic debt during the year amounted to 
$1,098,994,376,

Lemonades. 


In. making lemonades it takes iess 
sugar, the drink is smoother and rich- 
er seeming, and there is convenience In 
having a sirup preparation all ready 
for the adding of water, and perbaps 


some fresh fruit juices. 

A plain sugar sirup is worth while, 
but there can be economy and quality 
if a lemon sirup is made, One way to 
make it—on a cup basis to be multi- 
plied, according to need—is to wash 
and wipe a lemon well, cut off the yel- 
low part into thin bits, cover these 
with a tablespoon of sugar, or use & 
little more if the elmons are large, let 
stand over night, and in the morning 
squeeze the juice of the lemon on the 
sugared peef. Let this stand whiie a 
sirup is made of one cup of sugar and 
one half cup of water, and then strain 
the juice and peel mixture into the hot 
sirup. This is enough for three or iour 
glasses of lemonade. 

To make a pink lemonade, wuse 
cherry juice instead of water in mak- 
ing the sirup, or strawberry juice inay 
be used, 

Orange sirup with lemon tmudifies 
and makes a pleasant drink, and if 
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fresh fruit juices afe to be added to 
the drink, or punch, or whatever you 
cal] it, the basis with both an orahge 
and a lemon sirup combined is supe- 
rior. Prepare the orange ski: just 
as the lemon was prepared, an] 
stand over night wtih sugar. Syueeze 
juice of orange over peel or tk juice 
of two oranges for a strong orange 
sirup, and strain into hot sirup of one 
cup of sugar.
